The President, by his message, 
however, would be free to continue 
the program beyond the deadline 
he wants, and Rainey said today 
that Civil Works would have to 
continue at least the rest of the 
fisenl year, 

Meanwhile, as a part of hig in- 
tensive drive to keep Civil Works 
free from graft and politics, Har- 
ry L. Hopkins, the administrator, 
today ordered all state administra- 
tors’ to make their records avail- 
able for publie inspection. 

“T want to make it perfectly 
clear that all Civil Work, payrolls 
and records of purchase of sup- 
plies are publie records and there- 
fore open to inspection,’ Hopkins 
telegraphed to all state administra- 
tors, 

The administrator's move follow 
ed by a day his order placing army 
engineers in charge of Civil Works 
in Chicago and Los Angeles.

“Section 2-A of the Federal 
emergency relief act made avail- 
able for the purposes of that act 
$500,000,000 of the funds of Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 
The executive order establishing 
the Federal Civil Works Admini- 
stration made available for that ad- 
ministration $400,000,000 of the 
appropriation of  $38,300,000,000 
made by the fourth deficiency act, 
fiscal year 1988, for national in- 
dustrial recovery. 

“The funds available for these 
two activities will be exhausted 
early in the month of February, 
1934, and it is essential that addi- 
tional funds be provided to avoid 
an abrupt termination of this re- 
lief work. 

“T am confident that the Con- 
eress is in sympathy with the pro- 
posed continuance of these relief 
activities,” 

Maj. Donald Connally took 
charge of Civil Works at Los An- 
geles, and Lieut. Col. Dan R. Cul- 
tan at Chicago. 

The officers were lent to Hop- 
kins by the War Department for 
the work and their salaries will be 
paid by that branch of the Gov- 
ernment.

Bankhead Bill Gaining 
Headway In Congress 

AUBURN, Ala.—Through exten- 
sion service agencies, Director L. 
N. Dunean is informing Alabama 
farmers of “the very great possi- 
bility” that the Bankhead Cotton 
Control] Bill will become law at an 
early date, 

“Reports indicate that this bill 
is gaining a great deal of strength 
in Congress and apparently will 
pass,” said Dr, Dunean in a com- 
munication to all county agents in 
which he asked them to pass on 
the information to farmers in their 
counties. 

Dr. Dunean said that in Alabama 
the sentiment of farmers and busi- 
ness leaders is almost unanimously 
in favor of the bill, In his opinion 


the position of farmers who co- 
operate with the government in the 
present cotton reduction campaign 
will be much better than that of 
those who do not agree to cooper- 
ate and are later affected by regu- 
lations of the bili in event of its 
passage, 

As introduced in Congress, the 
bill calls for reduetion of number 
of bales ginned per year in order 
to regulate the price. The allot- 
ment to a farm will be based on 
past yields similar to regulations 
of the present reduction program. 
Farmers will be allowed to gin a 
number of bales in accordance 
with the allotment designated for 
theiy farms on a proportion basis 
fair to each producer. 

“Of course we are not in posi- 
tion to say definitely that the bill 
will pass, or to indicate just what 
rules and regulationg will be adopt- 
ed under the bill for cotton con- 
trol,” said Dr. Duncan to the coun- 
ty agents. “It occurs to us, how- 
ever, that it is exceedingly impor- 
tant for each county agent through

With 
the same rates and a return of 6%, the earnings 
of each company would be $6,000, One com- 
pany might have 1000 shares of stock issued and 
thus be earning $6.00 a share; the other com- 
pany might have 100,000 shares of stock and 
thus be earning 6c a share, Regardless of the 
number of shares of stock, the rate of return on 
the property value would be the same and the 
rates charged would be the same. In brief, the 
allowance of earnings is only on the reasonable 
value of the property. 


The fact that a utility is regulated forms the 
basis for the belief that it is therefore guaran- 
teed a fixed return on its inyestment. ‘This is 
not the case, “The problem of earning the sum 
of money permitted by law to be earned is up to 
the management of the company.

bling Schools To Continue 


MONTGOMERY, Feb. 4.—Ad- 
Vised by Congressman Lister Hill 
that Federal funds had been made 
available, effective at once, for 
payment of salaries of teachers of 
rural schools and schools in towns 
With a population of 5,000 or un 
dey in Alabama, Dr. A, F, Harman, 
State Superintendent of Education, 
said that action assured operation 
of all of these publie schools for 
normal terms, 

The notice from Congressman 
Hill was contained in a telegram 
dispatched by him from Washing- 
ton to Dr, Harman, as follows: 
“Delighted to advise you Director 
Harry Hopkins advises me that the 


Civil Works Administration — will 
supply money necessary for all 
rural schools in Alamaba and all 


schools in towns with population 
of 5,000 or under to operate for 
their normal term, 

“Hopkins advises that today he 
hus not the facts or figures to tell 
you just how much money will be 
sent you for the month of Febru- 
ary but he has advised Thad Holt, 
State Director CWA, for him to 
honor all checks of teachers which 
have been approved by him and 
by you as State Superintendent of 
Wdueation.” 

Dr, Harman was unable to say 
definitely last night just how much 
would be required to complete nor 
mal public school terms through- 
out the State for the present school 
year, but estimated the necessary 
ut approximately $1,500,000. Some 
26 or 29 cities in the State will 
not be benefitted, because of the 
population limit, he» said. 

In order to obtain the Federal 
emergency school money, rural 
school distriets and towns eligible 
for the relief will be called upon 
to establish that they have made 
an earnest effort to maintain their 
schools with their own resources. 

While no part of the money will 
be available to the city schools of 
Montgomery, finances will be pro- 
vided for the aid of county schools 
here, it is understood, Though the 
county has not imposed the district 
millage tax for education, it has 
levied and is now collecting a gaso- 
line tax which yields more revenue 
than the other had it been au- 
thorized. 

The first indication to reach Dr. 
Harman that Federal aid to meet 
the publie school crisis in Alaba- 
ma was in prospect, was contain- 
ed in a telegram received by him 
Thursday from L. R, Alderman, Di- 
rector, HWmergency Educational 
Program, of the Federal Emergen- 
cy Relief Administration, in Wash- 


ington. In his message, Mr. Al- 
derman said: 
“Decision made here increases 


educational allotment to States for 
communities less than 5,000 popu- 
lation where districts have made 
maximum financial effort to keep 
elementary and secondary schools 
open, Relief teachers may be sup- 
plied when local and State funds 
will be exhausted to continue 
school normal term with same 
teaching load. Teachers already 
employed whose sole source of in- 
come is their salary may be con- 
tinued, Pay not higher than stipu- 
lated during current year, No 
funds for administration janitorial 
service maintenance equipment or 
supplies and none for back salaries. 
This will be under same adminis- 
trative set up ag other educational 
projects under approved State 
plan. Please furnish this office 
today if possible with estimate of 
funds needed for February for 
this purpose.” 

Dr, Harman immediately replied 
he would answer within the next 
few hours giving the estimated 
amount of funds needed in Ala- 
bama for February; and later wir- 
ed Mr. Alderman as follows:

The whole community was made 
sorrowful when word was received 
Wednesday afternoon that Prof, 
Frank L. Rives, teacher of English 
in the Elba High sehool, had died 
in a hospital at Troy, 

Professor Rives had been confin- 
ed to his bed at tic home of W. M, 
Brunson for several days, suffer- 
ing from rheumatism. Last Friday 
night he is reported to have swal- 
lowed some liquefied bichloride of 
mercury by accident, mistaking: it 
in the dark for other medicine. 
He had been using the poisonous 
mixture for his rheumatic ailment, 
As soon as he realized his mistake, 
he gave the alarm and medical aid 
was summoned. He was rushed to 
a Troy hospital, where everything 
possible was done to save his life, 
but it was impossible to entirely 
eradicate the deadly poison from 
his system and he gradually grew 
worse until the end came Wednes- 
day afternoon, 

Professor Rives has only been 
in Elba a few months, succeeding

but during his comparatively short 
tine here, he had made a remark- 
able impression upon the people of
